Dr. Frances Jackson McGuffee, Ph. D., came to Missis- 
sippi College in the spring of 1 944 as assistant dietitian for 
the cafeteria. In the fall of that same year, she and the 
dietitian offered the first course in Home Economics at* 
the College as team teachers. A curriculum for the major 
in Home Economics was formulated over the course of the 
next years, and the first majors of the department gradu- 
ated in 1950. 

Dr. McGuffee guided the department during it formative 
years and was named its department chairman in 1956. 
She was the only woman chairman on the campus at that 
time. 

The Department of Home Economics has continued to 
grow and expand under the leadership of Dr. McGuffee.
